AMERICANS IN YOKOHAMA 


Fate Yet Unknown of Passengers Who Arrived in 
Japan Two Days Before Quake 


An unusual number of notable 
Americans was included in the 
passenger list. of the Pacific Mail 
liner President Lincoln, which left 
San Francisco on August 14, and 
reached Yokohama just two days 
before the earthquake, departing 
for Manila on August 31. 

The destination of several of 
these passengers was Yokohama, 
while others were bound for Ma- 
nila, Shanghai and other eastern 
ports. According to Clyde Hutch- 
ison, the Los Angeles passenger 
agent of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company, it is apparent that 
the Lincoln got away from Yoko- 
hama in safety. Otherwise he is 
of the opinion that the local office 
would have been notified by wire- 
less. The fate of the passengers 
who landed in Yokohama will not 
be learned, however, until the ca- 
bles resume operation.

JAZZ ARCHITECTURE 
“When asked to comment upon 
the general subject,” said Mr. 
Hunt, “I think of the small house, 
in the development of: which I 
believe we lead the country. There 
is no other city of our approxi- 
mate size in which so large a 
proportion of the small house 
builders have endeavored to create 
beauty and individuality. 1 am 
never quite sure which of those 
two qaulities is the strongest un- 
derlying notif. But observing the 
‘jazz’ architectural growth of the 
last few years, I am afraid the 
desire for individuality is sub- 
merging the aesthetic. 
“The desire to do something 
different from the ‘dry-goods box’ 
architecture, which has prevailed 
in our small houses throughout 
the country for the past fifty years, 
was admirable and to be expected 
of the people who had cut loose 
from the habits and customs of 
the conservative East. But I fear 
that perhaps we are running wild 
and overlooking a basic principle 
which, as I take it, is that beauty 
to be real and lasting, in archi. 
tecture at any rate, must be based 
upon utility and reason, and in 
this regard there may be some 
criticism of some construction of 
the small-house type. It is well 
to observe the ‘stop, look and lis- 
ten’ sign in home construction lest 
in the desire to be different we 
do not note sane costs and sane 
results, 
“When we come to the more 
costly residential growth, we find 
an uncommonly large percentage 
of really well-built, well-desicned 
houses of unusual interest, set in 
beautiful grounds, the whole mak- 
ing an effect of which we have 
every reason to be proud. 
“In our downtown commercial 
building we are well up to the best 
standards, except that we have too 
few bulldings where the owners 
have been willing to let their acchi- 
[tects create beauty for beauty’s 
sake, beyond thé point which. the 
owner deems necessary to make the 
building bring commercial returns 
on the money invested. As we grow 
richer and our people develop still 
more local pride, it is to be hoped 
we will get a larger percentage 
of buildings having more of ele- 
Fance and richness and being more 
monumental in character. 


OUR “PUBLIC BUILDINGS” 
“This thought brings us squarely 
up against the crying need of our 
city, namely the absolute lack of 
public buildings to which we might 
point with pride. Speaking of 
public buildings, the one bright and 
public 
school structures, which, while not 
as expensive as many of the east- 
ern schools, are generally well de-

ly beautiful. 
Strangers sometimes commen

PARKING IS 
SUGGESTED 


Utilities Board Engineer 
Would Have Curbs Clear 
for Bus Loading 


Chief Engineer Lorentz of the 
Board of Public Utilities tomorrow 
will recommend to the board a new 
parking restriction. to facilitate 
operation of the new motorbus sys- 
tems. He proposes that parking 


fof automobiles or horsedrawn ve- 


hicles be forbidden from the cor- 
ners twenty-five feet along the 
curbs at bus stops which are 
designated by signs. 

Mr. Lorentz believes this is ad- 
visable because of the experience 
with the new bus lines, particularly 
on Western avenue. He says the 
parked cars make it impossible or 
dificult for the busses to land 
passengers at the curb, one of the 
chief traffic conveniences of the 
bus. When cars ate parked for the 
entire length of the curb the bus 
must stop far in the street, and 
this interfers with moving automo- 
biles at otherwise could go on 
past while the bus is standing. 

Tt is possible, it was learned yes- 
terday, that this same parking re- 
striction may be recommended al- 
so for street car stops where there 
are safety zones. Mr. Lorentz has 
received complaints that when eu- 
tomobiles are parked opposite the 
safety zones there is scarcely room 
for the moving traffic to go past, 
as at best it must go in single 

e. 

Mr. Lorentz expects no particular 
opposition to his proposal because 
he feels it would work to the gen- 
eral _ betterment of the motorist as 
well as the convenience and safety 
of the riders on public vehicles.

The principles I am going to 
give you for. diet in fevers will 
apply to the infectious diseases 
of childhood and to pneumonia, 
common colds and any disease 
whose toxins (poisons) produce a 
rise in temperature. 


Years ago we used to say that 
when we were ill, we should eat 
to keep up the strength, Later— 
because many times food had heen 
given which was not suitable and 
seemed to retard recovery-—the op- 
posite extreme was advocated, and 
fasting was advised as the only 
thing to do in fevers or any oth- 
er disease. The saying “If you eat 
when you gre ill, you feed the 
and not yqureelf,” de- 
came popular at that time. 

Now we realize that the prirci- 
ple of eating to keep up the 
strength is the correct one, But 
the food must be of such @ nature 
that it is easily digested and does 
not cause any strain on the kid- 
neys, heart and liver. 

Clinical experience has taught 
us that we don't “feed the disease” 
when we give such food, Dut we 
do feed the patient and prevent 
the patient feeding the disease. 

When there js a fever, there 
is an extra amount of burning 
going on in the body. Uniess the 
proper food is furnished for fuel 
for that burning, the patient's owa 
tiesues are going to have to tur- 
nish it. This not only causes a 
great weakening and loses of weight 
but also causes a starvation 4cido-

twenty-four hours, with nothing 
given but plenty of water, ts un- 
doubtedly of benefit in many cases 
where there is an autotntoxication. 
Undernourished children and adults 
should not be subject to a total 
deprivation of food for any tong- 
er period than that, for they nave 
no reserve fat to be called upon 
to supply fuel for the increased 
burning going on in the body. 

Sometimes physicians order a 
longer fast than this in certain 
cases, but it should not be given 
except under the orders and su- 
pervision of the physician. 

What must we supply the system 
“to keep up the strength?” 3 

First: Energy food in the most 
easily digestible forms. If the fe- 
ver is prolonged we must also 
think of the protein needs. 

Second: Vitamins. 

Third: Mineral salts in good 
proportions, for there is a great 


calcium particularly. 

These are really the same thirgs 
that are needed in health, yau 
see, But in fevers we have to give 
more thought to the form tn which 
these foods are given. 

The energy foods are fats and 
earbohydrates particularly. Pro- 
tein also can be used as an ener- 
gy food, but fats and protein are 
not well cared for when the es- 
tem is deranged. So the fats and 
proteins must be strictly limited, 
and the simple, easily digested 
carbohydrates given.
